MEMORANDUM 

TO: Colonel Gamble 

SUBJECT: Strategic Services Operations (SSO) 



Without relating the past history of this activity, 

Sgt. Simon now reports that all personnel have been trans- 
ferred out to other activities or severed, exdept himself, and 
he in turn expects to be released from the Army this week. 

It would therefore appear reasonable that thi 3 supervisory 
agency be eliminated, particularly if any administrative 
liquidation branch is formed. 

In talking with the Sergeant, he apparently has a 
complete grasp of the various Operations Units, and his theory 
parallels that which I have suggested to you that with a small 
staff not exceeding 40 in the U. S,. they could probably take 
care of the liquidation of all of the various activities which 
originally were under SSO, with a total as of the 21st of 
September in excess of 500 people. In addition, the saving in 
space and rentals would be appreciable. 

Special Projects at the present time has 251 people, I- 
has operations both in Florida and Newark, N. J., which seem 
to be outmoded in peace-time. 

SO is carrying 91 people in order to service 600 over- 
seas who in turn will be returned definitely to the PPB Pool. 

MO is carrying 115 In the U. S., many of these with 
USBS, and is another branch which should be contracted to a 
very few administrative people. 

Field Experimental Unit, Maritime Unit and Operational 
Groups are in a like category, but v/ith fewer personnel. As 
soon as some overall decision can bo made by the General, it 
should be a comparatively simple matter to close out all of these 
branches .
